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REMARKS 

The Office Action dated January 27, 2006 has been read and carefully considered 
and the present amendment submitted in order to more clearly define the claims 
describing the invention. 

In that Office Action, claims 1, 2, 4-6, 8, 14, 20-24, 26, 27, 29, 30, and 33 were 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wain et al, U.S Patent 6,768,321. 
Claims 9-11 and 25 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Wain et al as applied to claims 1 and 29 in view of Glasson, U.S. Patent 6,234,061. 
Claims 31 and 35-37were rejected under 35 U.S..C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Wain et al as applied to claims 1 and 29 in view of Motz U.S. Patent 6,825,709. Finally 
claims 32 and 34 wee rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wain 
et al as applied to claims 1 and 29 in view of Hager et al, U.S. Patent 3j834,345- 

Claims 3, 7, 12, 13, 15-19, 28 and 38 were indicated as being allowable if rewritten 
in independent form to include the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. Applicant appreciates the indication of the allowable claims and has rewritten 
allowed claim 3 in independent form as new claim 39. Claim 7 has been rewritten in 
independent form as new claim 40. Claim 12 has been rewritten in independent form as 
new claim 41 with claim 13 as dependent claim 42. Claims 15-19 have been rewritten as 
new claims 43-47. Claim 28 has been rewritten in independent form as new claim 48 
and claim 38 has been rewritten as claim 49. 

Claims 1-10 and 12-38 have also been amended to recite that the sensor is used in 
a specific application i.e. to sense the position of a piston within a cylinder. The basis 
for such amendments rests in the statement in the specification, page 2 where an 
embodiment of the present invention is stated as: "A sensor according to the present 
invention provides a spool position sensor having an extended range of detection of an 
object, such as a piston within a cylinder". A further foundation is found in the 
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references cited on the first page of this appUcation and which have been incorporated 
herein by reference. 

For all of the foregoing reasons, applicant requests withdrawal of the rejection in 
all respects and requests allowance of the claims.
